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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-3 and 5-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

(a) As to independent claim 1 , note is made only of the limitation "the processor is 
operable to monitor the sensor signals in turn" in combination with the rest of the 
limitations in the claims. 

As to independent claim 9, note is made only of the limitation "the sensor signals 
are monitored in turn" in combination with the rest of the limitations in the claims. 

(b) In accordance with the decision on appeal, dated 06/30/2010, as to independent 
claims 1 and 9, the closest references Depeursinge et al. (US Patent 6,201,476 B1 
hereinafter referred to as "Depeursinge"), Choi (US Patent 5,317,304 hereinafter 
referred to as "Choi") and Verplaetse et al. (US Patent Application Publication 
2003/014660 A1 hereinafter referred to as "Verplaetse") disclose a similar invention as 
set forth in the Office Action mailed on 05/17/2007. 

However, neither of Depeursinge, Choi or Verplaetse discloses or provides 
motivation to combine the above-mentioned limitation in combination with the rest of the 
limitations in the claims. 
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(c) Therefore, the prior neither teaches nor provides the motivation to combine the 
above-mentioned limitation in combination with the rest of the respective limitations in 
the claims. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
